Genera! Grosvenor Argues for Mer­ 
chant Marine. 


Washington, Jan. 22.—In his report 
to the house in favor oi m e t in .-. . 
thorizii.g a commission to c<r s i . - 
the question of ship subsidy, R. ; 
tentative Grosvenor. chairman of the 
:-t.:nmittee on merchant m arine and 
fisheries says: 
"W e ftatte ■ oursrlvos that we are a 
leading nation in all that mak* s a na­ 
tion great, and yet we are a s ibser 
vient nation and a helpless nation in 
ant' of the great -factors of national 
wealth 
ami 
national 
independence. 
Other nations carry our i rojucts to 
the markets of the world.” 
General Grosvenor says that of a! 
most a billion dollars’ worth of e v 
ports to Europe «luring the fiscal year 
1902 only 1 % per cent was carried in 
Am erican vessels. 
Of nearly $500,- 
oon.oou of imports during that year 
Am erican ships carried only $30,000, 
000 worth. 
He says that had it no* 
been for the Am erican line subsidized 
by the postal subsidy the total of our 
trade with Europe carried under the 
American flag would not have exceed­ 
ed one-sixth of 1 per cent. 
For the 
carrying of that trade General Grns 
venor says we paid $200,000 " 0 0 , which 
amount, 
he maintains, should 
have 
gone into the pockets of Americans. 
The m inority members of the com­ 
mittee have designated Representa­ 
tive Lucking of Michigan to present 
their views 
These w ill contain fhe 
following reasons why the bill shoul 1 
not pass: 
"W e are u tterly opposed to shin 
bounties and have reason to believ 
that the adoption of such a policy Is 
the real aim of the bill 
“ W e are in favor of the rehabilita­ 
tion of our merchant marts*' by eff**c*- 
five measures to be enact- ! at the 
present session of eongr.-ss. 
“ W e favor im mediate action hv this 
committee in the way of investigation 
and hearings, and then the bring.!/-- 
in by this committee of a bill putting 
in force 
:bstantially the system 
discrim inating tonnage and im: >rt <1 i 
ties which was enacted by the ear’y 
congresses of the United States and 
which resulted In the immediate and 
permanent upbuilding of our m erchan1 
m arine 
This system has the prestig-» 
of successful experience, which can­ 
not be said for any other, w hile the 
subsidy plan has been substantially a 
failure both at home and abroad.
